CHANGE ON FARM BILL. 


At the outset a majority concurred 


in the views of the executive against 
enactment of farm relief legislation 
along lines of the McXary-Haugen 
plan- In less than nine months, how- 
ever, both the house and senate re- 
versed their-position, passing the bill 
and'sending it" to'the,-president'who 
promptly vetoed it. Againf at its short 
session,, congress disagreed with Mr. 
Coolidge on advisability of .proceeding 
•with the construction of three addi- 
tional scout cruisers, and, over his 
expressed opposition, it appropriated 
funds for this purpose. 


A measure setting up a separate 


bureau of prohibition in the treasury 
and. placing dry agents under civil 
service, was given final congressional 
approval Thursday and sent to the 
president. 


An inquiry by a. senate committee 


into the Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Indiana 
senatorial 
primaries 
was 


made. As a result of the disclosures, 
Frank L,. Smith of Illinois, was de- 
nied a place in the senate, even tem- 
porarily under appointment by Gov- 
ernor Small, after his election and a 
contest was initiated against the seat- 
ing of "William S. Vare of Pennsyl- 
vania, as a senator in the next con- 
gress. 
-The "Watson-Parker bill for amic-

COOLIDGE SIGNS BILLS 


Among many bills signed Friday by 


President Coolidge during the closing 
hours of the session was the- prohibi- 
tion reorganization measure, creating 
separate bureaus for prohibition en- 
forcement and customs in the treas- 
ury department, and placing prohibi- 
tion agents under the civil service. 


Other measures 
signed included: 


Appropriating $73,000 to pay the ex- 
penses of the American commission to 
tho -preliminary disarmament confer- 
ence in Geneva; and one authorizing 
the veterans bureau to make loans to 
veterans on their bonus certificates. 


Tho report of the-senate elections 


committee declaring the credentials of 
senators-elect 
William S. Vare 
of 


Pennsylvania, and Frank L. Smith of 
Illinois, were in "due form" was pre- 
sented Friday to tho senate.

Other 
officials are equally positive, the Green 
Bay lawyer stated, and, pointing out 
that perjury in tho presence of. the 
court is contempt of court, asked that 
a •warrant be issued for .Tasinski. 


WANTS MORE EVIDENCE 


''This is a very serious charge," the 


court declared. ' 'Had the court not 
seen this witness testify, he would 
cause- a warrant to be issued forth- 
with. But the witness was warned of 
the consequences of perjury, and I 
cannot conceive of any witness, no 
matter how depraved, persisting in 
such a course. Tho witness appeared 
to be an intelligent man. and I should 
like to have some evidence of perjury 
produced by tho state before causing 
a warrant to bo issued." 


Mr. Davis then offered to place the 


evidence in his possession in the hands 
of a disinterested special prosecutor. 
who might investigate and confirm 
tho information. 


"I should like to do some investigat- 


ing1 myself." said District Attorney 
Raymond E. Evrard. and upon tip 
suggestion of Mr. Davis, it was agreed 
to bring. .Tnslnksi's former attorney 
here Saturday for identification.

DECIDES ON PROPRIETY 


"It is nil a question of propriety 


and for each individual senator to 
decide what thc proprieties are. For 
instance, I would not attempt to 
communicate with another govern- 
ment if we were negotiating a treaty 
or had some other matter directly 
under consideration. I scut for the 
statistics on Mexican oil concessions 
because I was inclined to doubt some 
of the statements made by the oil 
companies in Xcw York. I got the in- 
formation in January for my own 
use. I was not sending an 
official 


communication as chairman, of thc 
senate foreign 
relations committee, 


but as an individual senator I have 
thc right to inform myself. 


"Why Senator Lodge used to keep 


up a constant correspondence with 
mcmbeis of the British cabinet and 
other Europeans during thc time the 
Versailles peace conference was go- 
ing on and he read thc letters to us m 
the senate loreign relations commit- 
tee. Senator Stunner 
communicated 


with the British government during 
tho Mason-Slidell affair. 


LOGAN ACT DOESN'T APPLY 
"As for the Logan act, it does not 


apply either to this case or any other 
in which an individual merely seeks 
information. It applies to those who 
attempt to influence a foreign govern- 
ment's policy Inasmuch as a piivatc 
citizen, or newspaper can seek infor- 
mation from a foreign government, 
it cannot be contended that a senator 
has less right than a private citizen." 


Senator Borah did not care to dis- 


cuss the propriety iof 
the 
Mexican 


president's reply to h;m instead of 
through the department of state. He 
said, however, that he had received 
many communications from various 
foreign officials, 
particularly Juan 


Sacasa. head of thc rebellion in Nicar- 
agua, lie did not answer Sacasa, but 
in the cases of letters from China and 
Russia he had acknowledged them, 
though i:i none of these cases was thc 
correspondence at his initiative. 


Senate Borah made :t clear that his 


sole object in pursuing the Mexican 
controversy was to clear up whether 
tho American government was lend- 
ing its support to oil companies whose 
titles were really invalid.

Rumors That U. S. Requested 


Recall of Ambassador Are 
Denied 


Washington—(/?)— A formal denial 


that the United States had demanded 
the recall of Mexican Ambassador Te!- 
lez, who lett Washington Thursday 
night for Mexico City, was issued Fri- 
day by Acting Secretary Giew of U.e 
State Department. 


Mr. prew'js statement follows: "The 


report that the Mexican ambassador's 
recall has been demanded l>.' vthc Unit- 
ed States" is without foundation an'd 
this government has no information 
concerning the purpose of his visit to 
Mexico City." 


Tho mystery surrounding the sub- 


ject of the recent exchange of diplo- 
matic notes between the United States 
and Mexico has been deepened, as a 
result of the sudden and unexplained 
departure. 


Although there were persistent ru- 


mors that the state department had re- 
quested the ambassador's recall, these 
wcve unofficially denied here, while the 
Mexican foreign office said there was, 
no foundation for them. Under Sec- 
retary Estada sxt Mexico City said: "The 
foreign office does not know the source 
oC such reports, which are considered 
without foundation. 
Tho foreign of- 


fice has not received any such notifica- 
tion."

The action of Princeton University and 


-of other universities and college^, in 
promulgating a ban on student owned 
and driven automobiles at first seems a 
'.dictatorial step. 
Yet further analysis 


".tends to destroy that first conclusion and 
.in the end -we must grant that the college 
"authorities have founded their ruling on 
very sensible grounds and on facts that 
seem indisputable. 


"Our statistics show." says Dean Chris- 


tian Gauss of Princeton, "that the record 
of automobile owners for scholarship, tor 
^attendance and for conduct js below the 
general average of the college. It would 
seem unfair that this small and not alto- 
gether minority should repeatedly bring 
.the college into unhappy notoriety.'1 


Dean Gauss was here referring to a 


number of serious accidents that have oc- 
curred of late. During the academic year 
of 1926 five Princeton undergraduates 
were killed in automobile accidents-'-and- 
_the deaths of two others not connected 
'.•with the university' were caused-by stu- 
•deht driven cars in the neighborhood. 


It, of course, is a drastic thing to say 


that a student may not own or drive a car, 
yet there can be no charge that it is a cur- 
tailment of personal liberty for it is a 
thing that is not forced upon the students, 
-"if they do not wish to adhere to the-reg- 
^.ulations they may quit the college. They 
-'are not told that they cannot own a car— 
'simply that they cannot-own a car and be 


" a Princeton student at one and the same 
time. 


It is not hard to see that this will result 


. in a higher standard of scholarship. With 
the temptation for cutting classes and 
-omitting study in favor of the open road 
. removed to a' great extent, perhaps more 
'time will be given to the college curricu- 
^lum, which, by the way, is the first and 
very nearly the only excuse for the exist- 
ence of a college. In the matter of morals, 
the student too will be better off if depriv- 
ed of a joy-riding vehicle. 


BRITAIN IN NICARAGUA 


With characteristic American spon- 


taneity we became very much excited 
-when "we found that Great Britain had 
sent a cruiser to Nicaraguan waters. 
-"Where," we asked, with considerable 
heat but .less good judgment, "is the 
Monroe Doctrine? 
What does Great 


Britain mean with such a high handed 
proceeding? Congress should pass a 
law—. The president should send a mes- 
'sagc—,'' and so on and so on, ad nauseum. 


It is one of our most predominant 


'traits, this becoming terribly excited over 
*the wrong thing and then, with lazy in- 
dolence, passing things by that are 
really important. We strain at a gnat and 
.swallow a camel. At times it is downright 
amusing. Certainly it is an indication that 
our reactions are more from a bad diges- 
tion and a superheated imagination than 
they arc from calm, deliberate judgment, 
based on fact. 


Will we never get over the "chip on the 


shoulder" attitude that takes easy of- 
fense? Intelligent people must some day 
realize that it is an attitude based on false 
pride. We flare up at the lean thing and 
give an impression of instability.

Waters by Great Britain is a matter-of- 
fact proceeding, in line \\h\i traditional 
British policy.

, Compilation of a complete and au- 
thentic history of the 
life of George 


Washington, to be approved by recogniz- 
ed historical authorities, has been decided 
upon as the first step looking toward the 
celebration of the 200th anniversary, .of 
the birth of America's first president 
which will be held in 1932. The plan for 
such a work has been made public by 
William Tyler P.agc. clerk of the house 
and secretary of;the George Washington 
Bicentennial commission, and it contem- 
plates a history divided into three sec- 
tions, as follows: 


Reference lists of books on the life of 


Washington; complete 
history .of the 


year;, of his life. 1732-1799: geographical 
history designed to associate Washing- 
ton's i.ame more closely with various lo- 
calities and undertakings. Each 6f fhese 
sections will be approved by representa- 
tives of American historical societies at a 
meeting to be arranged later. 


It is an ambitious project and one which 


will be well supported. Lately the "mod- 
erns" have done so much to wreck our 
concept of the Father of His Country that 
we hope for authentic enlightenment on 
many of the moot points. Compilation of 
such a great work woiild automatically 
set at rest many controversies and furnish 
us with a composite picture,of\his great 
American, unclouded by doubt and col- 
umny raised by flyspeck writers. 


Xo man has ever been perfect. As far as 


we know, no man ever will be perfect. 
Each one of us has his good points and 
his bad points. Too often the quotation. 
"The evil mea do lives after them; the 
good is oft interred-with their bones,'' is 
true. Wc^fail-to ba.lancej.he gooci and bad 
dispassionately. AVe-are either "enthusiasts 
or we are cynics. We have been taught 
that Washington was nearly a saint. Let 
us discard this false conception, but do 
not let us go to the other extreme and 
magnify his faults.

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Variations in the strength of the sun's 


radiation, such as are caused by sun spots, 
have a very intimate connection with the 
weather. An extended period 
of bad 


weather brings hard times for farmers. 
Hard times for farmers means that fewer 
goods like automobiles, radios, furniture 
and so on can be sold. Thus sun spots 
have a very direct effect on" prbspertiy. 


Dr. Huntington-goes farther.-He shows 


that each of the four "panics"' which oc 
curred in the United States during the 
nineteenth century was immediately pre- 
ceded by long drought. 


He goes on to show that a sudden hot 


spell in June. 1925. caused the number of 
deaths to be between 15,000 and 16,000 
larger than usual. Figuring each life-at a 
value of S7.000, he points out that that hot 
spell cost t.he United States around $100,- 
000,000. Figuring in the same way, the 
cold spell in March and early April of last 
year, which boosted the death rate by 
75,000, cost the nation about $500.000,000. 


Dr. Huntington is careful not to jump 


to conclusions. But it's hard not to agree 
with him that a study of the connection 
between weather conditions and prosper- 
ity is worth while.

to like it through ISyToars readinsr." 
I did not show the letter to the gentleman men- 


tioned, because it is anonymous and why embarrass 
a gentleman with such a thins? However, this good 
woman seems to fall into a common error. 
She 


considers biclosry as much a "curse of the day" as 
she does the filthy smut from the latest scandal or 
the pandermsr of the risque magazines. In taking 
that attitude she is at least not without company.

connotes something: nasty or rotten to a great many 
people who give passive suppoit to the conspiracy 
of silence.
